Dear Mr. Giglio: 

Thank you for your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated November 25, 2018, and 
received by this office on November 26, 2018, regarding records pertaining to the work of the U.S. 
President’s Commission on CIA Activities Within the United States (Rockefeller Commission). 
Please note that only Federal Records are subject to the FOIA and only a small portion of the Ford 
Library’s records are considered Federal records. The rest are donated personal papers, including 
the bulk of the records from the Ford Administration. 


A search of the Ford Library’s Federal records did not locate the specific items cited in your 
request, but a search of the Library’s non-Federal records proved positive. I located the items you 
requested in the unprocessed portions of the Rockefeller Commission Files. Eleven of the twelve 
requested items are national security restricted. While not subject to FOIA, the national security 
restricted items are subject to Mandatory Review (MR) and can be requested through this program. 

Enclosed is an MR Requestor Information form and partially completed Presidential Libraries MR 
Request forms for the still closed items. To submit an MR request, please complete the MR 
Requestor Information form and the address portion of the Presidential Libraries MR Request forms 
and return to my attention. Once received, I will add your request to the Ford Library’s MR queue. 

Also enclosed is a complimentary copy of the open item along with document citation information.

TERMS OF REFERENCE 

(October 1971) 

The Intelligence Subcommittee is hereby established by authority of 
the Executive Director of the Cabinet Committee on International Narcotics 
Control (CCINC) and Chairman of its Working Group. 

k 

Mission 

1. The Subcommittee shall provide for a coordinated national effort 
in the collection, dissemination and finished production of national foreign 
intelligence* on narcotics and dangerous drugs. Toward this end the 
Subcommittee shall advise and assist the CCINC and the Working Group 
on intelligence matters relating to the goal of curtailing and eventually 
eliminating the flow of illegal narcotics and dangerous drugs into the United 
States from abroad. 


Membership and Procedures 





2. The membership of the Subcommittee will consist of 
representatives from the following departments and agencies: 

(a) The Bureau of Customs 

(b) The Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs 

(c) The Centra! Intelligence Agency v 

(d) The Defense Intelligence Agency 

(e) The Department of State 

(0 The Department of Treasury 

(g) The National Security Agency 

(h) The White House Staff 

3. The Subcommittee may invite representatives of other 
departments and agencies of the Government to sit with it whenever matters 
within their purview arc to be discussed. It may also recommend that other 
departments or agencies become members if their interests become 
permanently involved. 

4. The Central Intelligence Agency’s member of the Working Group 
will act as the Chairman and provide for the secretariat functions. 

* Foreign intelligence includes domestic intelligence that directly relates 
to foreign intelligence targets. National intelligence is that intelligence which 
is required for the formulation of national policy on narcotics and dangerous 
drugs. 











5. Each department or agency represented on the Subcommittee will 
nominate a principal and an alternate member of the Subcommittee. 

xu The Subcommittee wiiJ re -^ r its recommendations for action to 
the Working Group when appropriate or necessary. 

1' . TIlc Subcommittee will reach its decisions by agreement. When 
the Chairman determines that a given position on the matter under 
consideration represents the concensus of the Subcommittee, it will be 
considered agreca unless .a dissenting member requests that the issue be 
refei3ed to the Working Group. In the event of such a request the Chairman 

will refer (ae matter with the dissenting statement to the Working Group 
jor decision. 4,1 

8- The Subcommittee will meet at the Chairman's call. The Chairman 
w,ll be responsible for (be rifionda of meetings. Agenda iiems may be 
proposed by any Subcommittee member. 

Functions 

9. The Subcommittee will ensure that collection requirements of the 
member departments and agencies are ordered to priorities that reflect 
genuine needs for policy support. In this connection the Subcommittee will: 

a. Forward collection requirements as necessary to the 
appropriate departments or agencies; and 

b. Ensure coordination as appropriate with the United ‘ 

States Intelligence Board or its committees. 

10. The Subcommittee will ensure that relevant information reports 
are promptly compiled and disseminated to all interested departments and 
agencies of the Government. In this connection the Subcommittee will; 

a. Seek to ensure adequate reporting and dissemination 
systems within individual departments or agencies; and 

b. Ensure that central reference facilities as a sen-ice of 
common concern are provided by the Central Intelligence 
Agency and/or other departments or agencies, as appropriate. 

11. The Subcommittee may recommend the production bv 
appropriate departments or agencies of specific finished intelligence studios 
m support ol the CCINC. In this connection it will; ' 
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a. Be cognizant of ail such studies by member 

departments and agencies; and 

b. Recommend external consultants and external 

research projects when appropriate for use by individual 
departments and agencies or by the Subcommittee itself. 

12. The Subcommittee will make recommendations as necessary' for 

exchange assignments among departments and agencies of such professional 
and qualified personnel as may be of advantage for the appropriate 

development of intelligence collection capabilities, reporting and referencing 
systems, and capabilities for finished intelligence production. 

13. The Subcommittee will seek to ensure that liaison with foreign 
intelligence and security services is being fully exploited in support of US 
policy interests.
